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BLAGOJEVICH CONVICTED ON 10F 24 COUNTS; 
PROSECUTORS PROMISE IT’S NOT THE END

As governor, Rod Blagojevich was a personal and political riddle, and the muddled 


end Tuesday to his summer-long federal corruption trial did little to clear up the 


mystery. 


After 14 days of deliberations, the six-man, six-woman jury convicted Blagojev- 


ich on just one of the 24 felony counts he faced—a charge that he had lied to FBI 


agents about his intense involvement in campaign fundraising. 


Prosecutors made it clear they intend to retry Blagojevich on the 23 counts on 


which the jury deadlocked—perhaps sooner rather than later. 


Jury foreman James Matsumoto of Chica- 
go said the panel was close to convicting the 
former governor on other counts —hung up 
II-I in some instances—but were not close 
to acquitting him on any counts. They actu- 
ally had agreed to convict him of a second 
count last week—a count of attempted ex- 
tortion—but one juror backed away from 
that choice at the last moment, the foreman 
said. 

The counts on which the jury could not 
agree framed the heart of the government 
claims that Blagojevich schemed to profit 
from his post from his earliest days in of- 
fice and in 2008 attempted to auction off 
the US. Senate seat vacated by President 
Obama. A lone holdout, a female retiree 
from the suburbs, blocked conviction of 
Blagojevich on the Senate seat allegation, 
another juror said. 

US. District Judge James Zagel declared a 
mistrial on the 23 counts the jury could not 
reach a verdict on, including sweeping rack- 
eteering and conspiracy counts that accused 
him of running the state as a criminal enter- 
prise. 

Still, the lone conviction makes Demo- 
crat Blagojevich the second former Illinois 
governor in four years to be convicted in fed- 
eral court of wrongdoing and the fourth since 
1973. 

The jury also was unable to come to any 
unanimous decision on four counts faced by

Blagojevich’s brother, Robert, who ran the 
governor’s campaign fund for four months in 
2008. 

Blagojevich immediately portrayed him- 
self as a victim as he lashed out at prosecu- 
tors, U.S. Attorney Patrick Fitzgerald in par- 
ticular. 

“T didn’t break any laws, I didn’t do any- 
thing wrong,” Blagojevich said. “This particu- 
lar prosecutor did everything he could to tar- 
get me and prosecute me, persecute me, put 
pressure on my family, try to take our home, 
take me from my kids, arrest me.” 

Without hesitation, prosecutors declared 
their intention to retry him. Assistant U.S. 
Atty: Reid Schar told Zagel they could “be 
here tomorrow” to set a date. 

Rather than lie low in the face of having 
to try the case again, Blagojevich’s lawyers 
heaped scorn on Fitzgerald as well. 

“This guy Fitzgerald is a master at indicting 
people for noncriminal activity,” Sam Adam 
Sr. roared as he left the courthouse. “This guy 
is nuts.” 

As the verdict was about to be announced,

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Zagel asked the jury foreman, Matsumoto, if 
it was correct that the panel was able to agree 
unanimously on only one count. After Matsu- 
moto said that was the case, the judge’s depu- 
ty read that Blagojevich had been convicted 
of only the last count in the indictment. 

Still, Blagojevich pursed his lips and shook 
his head slightly, stealing a glance at his wife, 
Patti, who stared straight ahead, breathing 
heavily. The single count carries a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison, though Blago- 
jevich likely doesn’t face sentencing until after 
a retrial. 

After learning of the conviction, Patti

Blagojevich briefly doubled over, resting 
her head on the chair in front of her and 
shaking her head “no” several times. After 
the jury left, she collapsed back into her 
seat. When Judge Zagel stood up to the call 
of “all rise!” Patti Blagojevich did not leave 
her chair. 

Lawyers in the case are to be back in court 
Aug. 26, possibly to pick a retrial date. Pros- 
ecutors are expected to push for the case to be 
back before a jury this fall, while the defense 
is likely to drag its heels and promised to ap- 
peal the single count the former governor was 
convicted on. 


Rod Blagojevich faces 
five years in prison 
for allegedly lying to 
federal agents who 
interviewed him 
March 16, 2005, and 
asked about links be- 
tween fundraising and 
the handing out of 
state business by his 
administration. 

Blagojevich an- 
swered that since

During the trial, two 
women who worked 
in the Friends of 
Blagojevich campaign 
office told the jury that 
the governor would 
review a database of 
contributors and that 
Blagojevich some- 
times demanded to 
know why certain con- 
tributors hadn’t met 
their projected dona- 
tion amounts. 

Gerald Krozel, 
chairman of the 
Illinois branch of the 
American Concrete 
Pavement Association, 
said that in September 
2008, Blagojevich 
dangled a multibillion- 
dollar road-building 
scheme while press- 
ing for fundraising 
help. 

On Tuesday, 
Blagojevich again de- 
nied those charges, 
vowing to appeal the 
guilty verdict.

No Blago-Obama conspiracy comes out of trial

To many on the right, President Obama 
is imprinted with the sleazy DNA of 
Chicago politics, an article of faith re- 
inforced by the stunning charges that 
former Gov. Rod Blagojevich schemed 
to profit from a deal to replace Obama 
in the US. Senate. 

But conspiracy theories are far easier 
to concoct than prove, and perhaps noth- 
ing bears that out better than testimony 


at Blagojevich’s federal corruption trial 
about the hunt for a new Illinois senator. 

Rather than negotiating with Blago- 
jevich over the Senate post, the evi- 
dence showed Obama and his top aides 
kept a healthy distance from a governor 
considered not just politically toxic, but 
downright goofy. 

Blagojevich sought to claim his own 
vindication on that point Tuesday, after 
a federal jury said it could not agree on 


nearly all the corruption charges against 
him, including the allegation involving 
the Senate seat. 

Federal prosecutors promptly prom- 
ised a retrial, which could bring new wit- 
nesses and testimony—including con- 
victed fundraiser Antoin “Tony” Rezko, 
whose ties to Blagojevich and Obama 
long have been fodder for Democratic 
critics. The White House referred ques- 
tions to the Justice Department.

Sunday when Anthony McCoy, 
41, of the 1500 block of West Fuller- 
ton Avenue, ran through a red light at 
LaSalle and Ontario streets in a white 
Lexus, hitting a vehicle and injuring the 
occupants. 

McCoy then fled and crashed into 
another vehicle at Grand Avenue and 
Halsted Street, injuring someone in 
that vehicle too. McCoy sped off but 
the Lexus stopped near 900 W. Grand 
Ave., apparently because of damage 
from the crashes, police said. 

He then tried to enter other vehicles, 
eventually getting into a 1999 Isuzu 
that was carrying a 4-year-old child, po- 
lice said. McCoy tried to push the driv- 
er out but was unable to, police said. 

McCoy then got into the backseat 
of a taxi. The driver jumped out and 
locked the doors, but McCoy kicked 
out a window and escaped, police said. 

As McCoy ran off, a Near North 
District police officer caught up and 
tried to arrest him, police said. McCoy 
struggled with the officer and got free 
and took the officer’s SUV. 

McCoy put the SUV in gear and 
struck the officer and another officer 
who came to his aid, police said. Mc- 
Coy crashed into a fire hydrant and the 
officers arrested him with the help of a 
passerby. 


The top four cities retained their hold over 
the two-year period, though the ranking also 
showed momentum in Asia and the Pacific, 
with five of the 10 cities deemed most global.

The ranking analyzed data ranging from 
numbers of major company headquarters to 
the size of capital markets and the flow of 
goods through airports and ports, Foreign 
Policy magazine stated.

cal organizations and museums. 

The Chicago Council on Global Affairs is 
expected to present an A.T. Kearney analy- 
sis on what contributed to Chicago’s upward 
move in early September. Among the contrib- 
uting factors, according to an A.T. Kearney 
overview, were increases in major corporate 
headquarters, as well as in business and inter- 
national conferences. Also cited were better 
rankings in air freight and in visual and per- 
forming arts. 

In 2008, Chicago’s strengths included the 


presence of major capital markets, a highly 
educated work force, an ability to attract in- 
ternational students to its universities, the 
presence of a number of Fortune 500 com- 
pany headquarters and the size and diversity 
of its immigrant population. 

It did not fare as well on other measures, 
including visits by international travelers, 
numbers of foreign correspondents based 
here, frequency of foreign coverage by local 
newspapers and numbers of embassies, think 
tanks and international organizations.

Daley tears into ticket memo

Mayor Daley lashed out Tuesday at a City Hall official 
who warned police supervisors that the city was on 
track to fall far short of this year’s “targets” for park 
ing ticket revenue. 

“Tt’s just stupid. Some bureaucrat sent that out,” 
Daley said at an event on the Northwest Side. “This is 
a stupid e-mail. Someone sent it. We are trying to find 
out who sent it. There will be appropriate discipline.” 

The mayor reacted after several critics, including 
Fraternal Order of Police President Mark Donahue, 
said it’s improper to emphasize ticket writing at a 
time of high-profile crimes, including the murders of 
police officers and children. The critics also noted the 
Police Department is short of personnel because of 
budget constraints. 

“I wonder if the reason they are not writing tick- 
ets is because they are taking care of some important 
things, since we have a shortage of cops,” said Ald. Joe 


Moore, 49th. “You can only do so many things. May- 
be going after gang bangers is a bit more important 
than writing tickets for expired meters.” 

In the e-mail, a projects administrator in the De- 
partment of Revenue said that the number of parking 
and “vehicle-compliance” tickets issued during the 
first seven months of the year had dropped to 642,196 
from 850,966 during the same period last year. 

“Should this trend continue into the 3rd and 4th 
quarter of this year, the city of Chicago will witness 
a dramatic decrease in annual revenues and not meet 
2010 targets,” the e-mail stated. 

The Aug. 10 e-mail was sent to more than 50 peo- 
ple, including police district commanders. 

Although the memo doesn’t suggest that police 
write more tickets, “the message is there for sure,” 
Donahue said. “It’s kind of suspect now that they are 
looking for any dime they can recover from under any 
rock.”

Pilot on crash: 


‘Nature is 
very strong’ 


Survivors of Monday’s plane crash at San 

Andres airport on a small island off the 
coast of Colombia that left one person dead 
and more than 120 injured on Tuesday de- 
scribe nearly two hours of normalcy followed 
by minutes of sheer terror. 

Colombian authorities say they are investi- 
gating whether the Aires Airlines Flight 8250 
might have been hit by lightning or been buf- 
feted by a severe downdraft. 

One of the two pilots stood outside the 
wrecked plane shortly after the crash and de- 
scribed to a police videographer the flight’s 
final moments. CNN affiliate Caracol TV 
played the recording Tuesday. 

“We were caught in a great sinking as we 
reached the runway, as our wheels touched 
down,” said the unnamed pilot, his face blood- 
ied. “It threw us out. It threw us out. Nature is 
very strong.” 


One-fifth of country 
still under water, but 
donations slow to arrive 


The UN. is asking countries and do- 

nors around the world to send urgent 

aid to the victims of the flooding in Paki- 

stan, one-fifth of which is now under water. 

The aid requested only is half the amount 

the world body asked for in the aftermath of 

Haiti’s devastating earthquake this year— 

but twice as many Pakistanis are in dire 
need of help. 

The money poured in for survivors of 
Haiti’s quake, but the funds are slowly com- 
ing in for people left homeless or ill in the 
wake of widespread flooding in the South 
Asian nation. 

Is it because the earthquake was such 
a sudden shock, destroying huge chunks 
of cities and villages within a matter of 35 
horrifying seconds while Pakistan’s floods 
evolved over three weeks? 

That’s part of the reason, said Alex Wyn- 
ter of the International Federation of Red 
Cross and Red Crescent Societies. 

Though it is far from truth, the suffering 
in Pakistan appears more muted than when 
dump trucks carried thousands of crushed 
bodies to mass graves outside the Haitian 
capital of Port-au-Prince. 

In Haiti, about 3 million lives were dis- 
rupted and more than 200,000 people died 
in the massive January earthquake. 

The flooding in Pakistan has been of epic 
proportions: 20 million people affected;

Folk singer-songwriter says 
his facial hair fits his music and 
could protect him in a fight

William Fitzsimmons has no problem exposing 
himself in his songs. “Naked, that’s a good word 
for it,” the epically bearded Fitzsimmons says of 
his hushed, confessional folk tunes’ personal na- 
ture. “If I were to take my pants off onstage, that 
would be the only logical next step.” 


The singer-songwriter, now in his early 30s, settled in 
the small town of Jacksonville, Ill. He fell in love with 
the town’s quiet environs while passing through on his 
way back to his childhood home in Pittsburgh follow- 
ing a string of West Coast tour dates. Born the youngest 
child of two blind parents, Fitzsimmons never envisioned 
leaving home; for him, stability meant safety. Yet, when 
reached in the midst of a seven-week tour, he talks about 
his growing comfort with life on the road, his fondness for 
“Scrubs” and why he’d likely be victorious in any fight. 


Who’s got the better beard? You or Sam Beam [of Iron 
and Wine]? 

I think it depends on when you look at a picture. We both 
seem to change it up every once in a while. I think his mus- 
tache is more badass, so that might give him the edge. 


Is there something about a bushy beard that lends itself 
to confessional folk music? 

Yeah, maybe. People list off Sam, Justin Vernon [of Bon 
Tver], Dave Bazan. A lot of

was never challenging for me. I grew up in an 
environment where, at least with my mother, 

I was encouraged to be open. She put a high 
value on honesty and disclosure and confession. 
Then I got into the mental health field, which 
is really all about bold authenticity and expos- 
ing everything. Singing songs about the painful 
things I’ve gone through is nothing compared 
to [sitting with] people who have thought about 
killing themselves or are hearing voices or trying 
to kick heroin. 


Have you adapted well to being on the road? 
In some ways I think so. The way that I grew 
up, I was a very non-traveled, isolated young 
person. The idea of traveling was terrifying to 
me, because I was so used to being at home. We 
didn’t have a car and never spent much time 
moving around. Stability kind of meant safety 
and security for me. It was quite a bit of a chal- 
lenge to get on airplanes for 10 hours or to get 
in a van and drive 12,000 miles. It took its toll at 
first, but I think I’ve learned how to do it. 


In the past, your music has been heard on the 
likes of “Grey’s Anatomy.” If you could pick a 
show for your music to be featured on, what 
would it be? 

The one that I always wanted was “Scrubs.” I 
was a big fan of the show, and Zach Braff, just 
out of the kindness of his heart, sort of helped 
my career along by mentioning me in interviews 
and things like that. [The show] ended before 

I ever got a song on, but in one of the last epi- 
sodes he actually wore one of my T-shirts on the 
show, which I thought was kind of cool. 


Based on your music, I’m guessing 

interviewers often approach you as though 
you’re fragile. When was the last time you got 
into a fistfight? 

I did hit a kid once in elementary school because 
he hit me first. I tend to try to avoid it if I can. 
But the truth is, man, my beard would absorb 
any kind of punch, so if I do get ina fight, I have 
no doubt I’ll win. 


Just lead with the chin. 

Right! It’s the exact opposite of what you 
normally want to do ina fight. Just lead with the 
chin and they can’t do anything.

“Loosen the Knot,” with its syrup- 
sweet chorus, sounds like she’s do- 
ing her best Sheryl Crow impression, 
while “In Sleep” could be a twirling 
Stevie Nicks outtake. Not surprising- 
ly, Lissie sounds her best when she 
strips the music back to its rawest 
elements, as she does on the lan- 
guid “Bully” and gorgeous album- 
closer “Oh Mississippi” (lifted from 
her EP), a lilting, piano-fueled ode to 
the river that curved past her child- 
hood home, doubling as a reminder 
of simpler days. Here’s hoping she 
continues exploring a similarly un- 
harried musical direction next time

Dumb luc 


New solo show tackles the perils 
of partying, absent-mindedness 


By Julia Borcherts 

Local funnyman Sean Flannery bills himself as “the world’s dumb- 
est man,” but he’s made some smart choices. Since arriving in 
Chicago from Cleveland in 2001, he’s co-founded “Visitors Locker 
Room,” an online parody of sports talk shows; stand-up series Chi- 
cago Underground Comedy; and along with nationally recognized 
comedians such as Kumail Nanjiani, TJ Miller and “SNV’ writer 
Hannibal Buress, the YouTube video team blerds.com. Comedy. 
com named him one of Chicago’s top three comics. 

So why the self-deprecating tagline? During his 33 years, 
Flannery—a married dad with a day job in network security—says 
he’s accidentally nearly offed himself multiple times via alcohol- 
impaired judgment and absent-mindedness. In Flannery’s debut 
solo show, “Never Been to Paris,” he humorously recounts these 
misadventures for your entertainment. We were dying to find out 
more. 


What’s your show about? 

Outwardly, it’s about times I almost killed myself by either party- 
ing or not paying attention. Inwardly, the show’s about how you 
should live every day like it’s your last. You see that in movies; 
they’re like, “You'll find the woman of your dreams. You'll find the 
job of your dreams,” and I do believe that’s true, but they don’t tell 
you there are going to be some day-to-day costs. Like, I’ve been 
fired from over 20 jobs. 


That’s an impressive track record. 

Almost always I was fired for chronic tardiness, but there were a 
few exceptions: not talking to customers properly, not listening 
well. But most of them were for just arriving way too late or skip- 
ping entire days of work.

What does the show’s title refer to?

run into something that’s chest-high 
when horsing around in the dark.

Check the policy 
No sense in going through the trouble of packing the perfect bottle of wine for your picnic only to 
discover alcohol is prohibited at your outdoor venue, so check the BYOB policy beforehand. 


Keep it cool 

If you don't want to bother schlepping a cooler filled with ice, pop a couple of plastic water bottles 
in your freezer. You can nestle the frozen bottles next to your white, sparkling and rose wines to 
keep them nice and cool. You also can use plastic zip-top bags or ice packs. 


Screw caps are convenient 

Try to select wines with a screw cap, leaving you with one less thing to pack. Screw-cap bottles 
also are easily re-sealed, ensuring zero spillage on your picnic blanket if the bottle gets knocked 
over. 


Glasses 

Nothing against those red plastic cups, but if given the choice, | like 
to pack real glassware. Unfortunately, this can be cumbersome and 
many outdoor spaces prohibit the use of glass. | have discovered 
polycarbonate glasses that look and feel like the real thing. Best of 
all, they're almost indestructible, so you don’t have to worry about 
breakage and they can be reused.

If you take wine on picnics fairly often, it’s probably worth it to get a 
proper wine tote. A basic tote will accommodate one or two bottles, 
an ice pack and a wine opener. You also can use an old backpack, 
large purse or messenger bag.
